China  Thule  Center 
Tb  Benefit  Minorities

Residents  and  minority- 
owned  businesses  in  the  China¬ 
town  area  will  benefit  most  from 
the  $12m  China  Trade  Center 
project  now  underway  at  the 
comer  of  Boylston  and  W ashing- 
ton  Streets,  project  developer 
and  government  officials  said 
last  week. 

When  completed,  the  project 
will  have  created  300  construc¬ 
tion  jobs  and  300  new  permanent 
jobs  at  the  center— 120  of  which 
are  reserved  for  minorities  and 
another  74  for  persons  of  low  and 
moderate  incomes.  It  will  con¬ 
tain  97,000  square  feet  of 
commercial  and  office  space, 
with  most  of  the  retail  space 
committed  to  restaurants  and 
stores  that  will  feature  Chinese 
products. 

The  developer— the  Boylston 
Development  Group  Limited 
Partnership,  a  subsidiary  of  the 
Bay  Group  which  bought  the 
budding  and  leased  the  land  for 
99  years  from  the  Chinese 
Economic  Development  Council 

is  obligated  to  use  its  best 
efforts  to  lease  all  of  the 
available  retail  and  office  space 
at  the  China  Trade  Center  to 
minority-owned  businesses  now 
located  in  the  neighborhood,  a 
U.S.  Dept,  of  Housing  and 
Urban  Development  official 
said. 

“They  (the  developer)  have  to 
first  go  out  and  really  go  for  the 
Chinese  community,”  said  Rick 
Patoski,  an  economic  develop¬ 
ment  specialist  with  the  U.S. 
Dept,  of  Housing  and  Urban 
Development. 

The  project  is  financed  by  a 
delicate  combination  of  private 


investments  and  public  loans, 
including  a  $4. 8m  Industrial 
Revenue  Bond  issued  by  the 
Massachusetts  Industrial  Fi¬ 
nance  Agency,  a  $1.8m  loan 
from  the  Boston  Industrial  Deve¬ 
lopment  Financing  Authority 
guaranteed  by  the  city’s  Neigh¬ 
borhood  Development  and  Em¬ 
ployment  Agency,  and  an  Urban 
Development  Action  Grant  loan 
for  $1.103m  secured  by  the 
Boston  Redevelopment  Authori¬ 
ty  from  the  U.S.  Dept,  of 
Housing  and  Urban  Develop¬ 
ment. 

Under  a  contract  provision  for 
obtaining  those  public  loans,  the 
developer  and  the  Chinese  Eco¬ 
nomic  Development  Council 
(CEDC)  are  to  “make  a  good 
faith  marketing  effort  to  rent 
finished  space  to  firms  and 
businesses  orientated  to  project 
neighborhood  minority  resi¬ 
dents  in  services  provided,  own¬ 
ership  and/or  employment.” 

The  contract  provision  also 
calls  for  initial  minority  leases  to 
be  offered  for  up  to  five  years  at 
rents  that  will  be  considerably 
less  than  the  going  market 
rates-about  $16  a  square  foot 
per  annum  at  the  China  Trade 
Center  compared  to  $30  per 
square  foot  elsewhere— and 
“very  favorable  tenant  finish 
allowances,”  according  to  Pa¬ 
toski. 

“The  $16  (per  square  foot 
lease)  is  not  the  great  bargain,” 
Patoski  said.  “The  five-year 
lease  is  the  prize— because  it  is 
tough  for  minority  tenants  to 
rent. 

“(At  the  China  Trade  Center) 
they  have  a  place  to  go  where  the 
rent  is  reasonable.  There  is  the 
long-term  lease  so  there’s  no 


burdensome  escalation  costs. 
And  there’s  the  generous  tenant 
finish  allowance  (not  less  than 
$22.73  per  usable  square  foot  for 
retail  space  and  $18.18  per 
usable  square  foot  for  office 
space,  including  construction 
overhead).” 

William  Condo  of  the  Boston 
Redevelopment  Authority 
(BRA)--the  government  body 
charged  with  monitoring  mar¬ 
keting  efforts  at  the  China  Trade 
Center— said  the  BRA  will  meet 
this  week  with  the  Partnership 
and  the  CEDC  to  work  out 
surveilance  details. 

‘  ‘The  minority  component  (for 
the  retail  space)  has  been  easy  to 
come  by,”  Condo  said.  “We’ll 
have  to  sit  down  with  Bay 
(Group)  and  CEDC  to  work  out 
surveilance  for  the  office  space 
leasings.” 

The  site  of  the  China  Trade 
Center  is  the  Boylston  Building, 
which  was  built  in  1887  and 
considered  to  be  a  fine  example 
of  Romanesque  Revival  by  archi¬ 
tectural  historians.  Though  list¬ 
ed  on  the  National  Register  of 
Historic  Places,  the  building 
had,  until  as  recently  as  early 
1981,  housed  a  pizza  parlor,  a 
furniture  store,  four  adult  book 
stores  and  a  stripper  bar  called 
the  “Silver  Slipper.” 

By  this  fall-the  date  set  for 
completion  of  the  China  Trade 
Center  project— the  building  will 
feature  four  floors  of  office  space 
plus  an  interior  retail  arcade 
extending  three  stories  in  height 
from  the  lower  level  and  an 
atrium  stretching  the  full  height 
of  the  building. 
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Stanley  Chin  Foundation 
To  Beautify  Chinatown

The  Dr.  Stanley  L.F.  Chin 
Foundation  has  been  set  up  by 
the  Chinese  Economic  Develop¬ 
ment  Council  (CEDC)  in  mem¬ 
ory  of  Dr.  Chin,  one  of  its 
founding  directors.  A  lifelong 
resident  of  Boston  and  com¬ 
munity  activist  of  Chinatown, 
Dr.  Chin  passed  away  on  De¬ 
cember  28,  1984  in  Massachu¬ 
setts  General  Hospital  at  64. 

The  $100,000  put  out  by 
CEDC  to  start  the  foundation 
will  be  used  towards  the  beauti¬ 
fication  of  Chinatown,  one  of  the 
last  projects  that  Dr.  Chin 
devoted  his  time  and  energy  to, 
according  to  Yuk  Sung,  execu¬ 
tive  director  of  CEDC. 

Allen  S.  Chin,  Dr.  Chin’s  son, 
was  elected  to  be  the  chair¬ 
person  for  the  foundation.  Other 
community  members  elected  to 
oversee  the  foundation  are  Da¬ 
vid  Wong,  Bill  Chin,  Frank  Chen 
and  George  Pan. 

Bom  and  raised  in  Chinatown, 
Dr.  Chin  only  left  the  area  briefly 
for  his  education  at  Rutgers 
University  in  New  Jersey  and 
the  University  of  Pennsylvania. 

“Chinatown  was  his  home,” 
said  Allen  Chin.  “He  wanted  to 
see  it  thrive.  He  was  disappoint¬ 
ed  by  the  constraints  limiting 
Chinatown’s  expansion  and  ec¬ 
onomic  growth.” 


In  order  to  bring  about  more 
housing  and  better  employment 
and  business  opportunities  to 
the  community,  Dr.  Chin  worked 
hard  to  see  to  the  completion  of 
Oxford  Place,  a  low  and  moder¬ 
ate  income  housing  project  on 
Oxford  Street,  and  the  China

Trade  Center,  a  business  and 
retail  office  building  expected  to 
create  about  300  new  jobs  for 
area  residents. 

To  promote  the  China  Trade 
Center,  Dr.  Chin  recently  led  a 
goodwill  delagation  on  a  trip  to 
severed  countries  in  Southeast 
Asia  to  attract  overseas  capital 
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Asian  Student  Body  To  Double 
In  10  Years  —  Boston  School  Dept.

Asian  and  Hispanic  students 
in  Boston’s  public  schools  are 
expected  to  increase  dramatical¬ 
ly  in  the  next  10  years  while 
white  students  continue  to  de¬ 
crease  significantly,  according 
to  a  document  filed  with  the  U.S. 
District  Court  by  the  Boston 
School  Committee  last  Decem¬ 
ber. 

The  Boston  Asian  student 
population  in  Grades  K  through 
12  should  double  during  this 
period,  the  school  committee 
reported  in  its  Annual  Enroll¬ 
ment  Estimate— one  of  the  many 
recent  documents  filed  with  the 
court  in  the  decade-old  court- 
ordered  desegregation  case. 

Based  on  the  committee’s 
estimates,  there  should  be  7,854 
Asian  students  in  the  Boston 
Public  School  system  by  1995, 
up  from  the  April  1984  level  of 
3,949  students. 

The  number  of  Asian  students 
in  public  schools  has  also  in¬ 
creased  significantly  during  the 
last  five  years  (see  accompa¬ 
nying  tables).  Current  figures 
show  that  a  65.7  percent  in¬ 
crease  has  occurred  since  March 
1979,  when  there  were  only 
2,383  students. 

The  apparent  major  factors  for 
the  high  actual  and  projected 
growth  rates  for  the  Asian 
student  population  are  attribu¬ 
ted  to  the  strong  influx  of 
Indochinese  refugees  and  to  the 
steady  stream  of  immigrants 
from  China,  Hong  Kong  and 
Taiwan.  The  65.7  percent  in¬ 
crease  is  by  far  the  largest 
known  Asian  student  enrollment 


increase  for  a  five-year  period  in 
Boston  school  history. 

The  school  committee  esti¬ 
mates  also  projected  a  31.1 
percent  increase  among  Hispa¬ 
nic  students  for  the  same  period, 
up  from  9,001  students  in  1984  to 
11,800  by  1995.  An  actual 
increase  of  8.7  percent  has  been 
recorded  over  the  last  five  years. 

Recent  figures  obtained  from 
the  Boston  School  Bilingual 
Department  show  that  42.6 
percent  of  all  Asian  students 
(Grades  K-12)  and  45.3  percent 
of  all  Hispanic  students  are 
enrolled  in  the  Transitional 
Bilingual  Education  Program,  a 
state-wide  program  monitored 
by  the  Massachusetts  Board  of 
Education. 

While  both  Asian  and  Hispa¬ 
nic  student  enrollments  are  on 
the  upswing,  white  students  will 
decrease  by  another  26  percent 
in  the  next  10  years,  according  to 
the  report.  The  white  student 
population  has  already  de¬ 
creased  by  over  41  percent  in  the 
last  five  years.

Great  American  cultural 
forms  have  emerged  rrom  unuer 
some  of  the  most  bitter  and 
difficult  oppression:  the  African 
American  slave  narratives  and 
slavesongs  (so-called  Spirituals) 
are  filled  with  messages  of 
freedom  and  resistance;  the 
Chicano  folkorico  dances,  bal¬ 
lads  and  teatros;  and  for  Jap¬ 
anese  Americans,  the  profusion 
of  sculpture,  drawings,  crafts 
and  writings  from  the  concentra¬ 
tion  camps. 

Poets  Behind  Barb  Wire  is  an 

immensely  important  collection 
by  the  local  Hawiian  movement 
for  indigenous  Hawaiian  litera¬ 
ture,  Bamboo  Ridge  Press.  The 
publication  and  distribution  of 
this  vital  and  major  collection  of 
powerful  and  poignant  poetry  by 
four  Japanese  American  writers 
(Keiho  Soga,  Taisanboku  Mori, 
Sojin  Takei,  and  Muin  Ozaki) 
interned  in  America’s  concen¬ 
tration  camps  needs  much  great¬ 
er  support  and  attention  from  all 
of  us. 

The  poems  in  this  collection 
were  first  published  in  maga¬ 
zines  started  in  the  camps  and 
later  republished  in  anthologies 
and  Japanese  newspapers  in 
Hawaii.  Here  is  an  example  of 
the  powerful,  realist  traditon  in 
Asian  American  literature.  Such 
horrendous  oppression  as  the 
concentration  camp  experienced 
did  not  dampen  or  diminish  the 
creative  expression  of  the  Jap¬ 
anese  American  people.  Rather, 
cultural  expression  became  a 
major  form  of  survival,  resist¬ 
ance  and  unity.  Poetry,  and  its 
baring  of  the  mind  and  soul,  was 
a  spiritual  force  against  the  barb 
wire,  the  isolation,  the  waste¬ 
lands,  and  the  ubiquitous  ma¬ 
chine  gun  towers. 

Poets  Behind  Barb  Wire  dem¬ 
onstrates  the  nature  of  Jap¬ 
anese  American  writing,  and 
Asian  American  culture  for  that 
matter,  as  a  continuum.  The 
Japanese  in  America  had  form¬ 
ed  numerous  local  poetry  clubs 
that  wrote  in  the  traditional 
syllabic  forms  of  haiku  and 
tanka.  Haiku,  with  17  syllables 
in  line  patterns  of  5-7-5  and  the 
longer  tanka,  with  31  syllables 
organized  in  lines  of  5-7-5-7-7. 
Traditionally,  haiku  and  tanka 
have  been  excellent  forms  to 
comment  on  nature,  the  human 
soul  and  emotions.  Simple,  yet 
profound. 


With  the  camp  experience, 
Japanese  American  poetry  con¬ 
tinued  to  utilize  these  traditional 
forms,  but,  as  so  clearly  evi¬ 
denced  in  this  excellent  collec¬ 
tion,  communicated  a  complete¬ 
ly  Japanese  American  ethos. 
The  camps  have  singularly 
affected  the  entire  historical 
development  of  the  Japanese 
American  community,  its  con¬ 
sciousness  and  culture. 

This  collection  includes  En¬ 
glish  translations  as  well  as 
romaji  (Japanese  phoneticized 
into  English)  and  some  stunning 
fine  line  drawings  that  capture 
and  complement  the  simplicity 
of  the  tanka  poetry  and  its 
concentrated  impact. 

Poets  Behind  Barb  Wire  is  an 
essential  must  for  any  serious 
account  of  Asian  American  art 
and  culture  as  well  as  a  deeply 
moving  revelation  of  a  distinctly 
Japanese  American  literary 
ethos.

The  decline  in  black  student 
population  over  the  last  five 
years  (-12.6  percent)  apparently 
will  stop;  projected  figures  show 
a  modest  increase  of  2.7  percent 
among  the  black  student  popula¬ 
tion  by  April  1995.  Native 
Americans  enrolled  in  Boston’s 
public  schools,  however,  will 
continue  to  decrease  in  number. 
There  were  346  native  American 
students  in  1979;  259  were 
enrolled  in  April  1984,  and  only 
249  students  are  expected  to  be 
enrolled  by  April  1995. 

According  to  the  Annual  En¬ 
rollment  Estimate,  total  student 
enrollment  in  the  Boston  Public 
School  system  should  stay  at 
about  the  same  level  over  the 
next  10  years.  There  are  some 
56,000  students  currently  en¬ 
rolled. 

Asian  students  make  up  about 
7.2  percent  of  the  total  current 
enrollment.  This  percentage  is 
expected  to  rise  to  13.4  in  1995. 
The  percentage  of  white  stu¬ 
dents,  however,  will  continue  to 
drop--from  38.4  in  1979  and  27.6 
in  1984  to  just  over  19.4  by  1995 
(see  Table  A). 


BILINGUAL  PROGRAM 

In  a  different  document  filed 
with  the  U.S.  District  Court  Dec. 
31,  1984,  the  Massachusetts 
Board  of  Education  has  agreed 
to  support  in  concept  the  expan¬ 
sion  of  the  Hernandez  School 
two-way  bilingual  program  as 
requested  by  the  Boston  School 
Committee. 

The  Hernandez  School  pro¬ 
gram  enables  English-speaking 
students  from  all  racial/ethnic 
groups  to  learn  Spanish  while 
Spanish-speaking  students 
learn  English. 

In  the  document,  however, 
*  the  State  Board  said  it  would 
support  “the  concept...  as  a 
viable  desegregation  tool”  only, 
and  that  it  can  take  no  position 
on  the  proposal  until  the  specific 
schools  have  been  identified  and 
the  impact  of  these  changes  on 
desegregation  analyzed. 

Counsel  for  the  State  Board 
Robert  H.  Blumenthal  told  the

We  support  the 
notion  of  two-way,  but  we  need 
to  know  which  are  the  schools 
where  they  (Boston  Public 
Schools)  will  duplicate  the  pro¬ 
gram  and  what  is  the  impact 
change  caused  by  this  program 
on  the  desegregation.” 

Blumenthal  said  the  appropri¬ 
ate  way  in  developing  the 
program  at  this  time  is  to 
generate  proposals  from  the 
Boston  School  Committee,  and 
after  discussions  with  the  Bilin¬ 
gual  Parents  Advisory  Council 
and  other  local  involved  groups.

Asked  if  the  two-way  bilingual 
program  concept  would  be  in 
contradiction  to  the  legislated 
Transitional  Bilingual  Education 
Program,  under  Massachusetts 
General  Law  Chapter  71  A,  Blu¬ 
menthal  said,  “(The)  two-way 


program  is  an  attractive  option, 
it  builds  upon  the  legislation.” 

‘  ‘Chapter  71 A  is  the  motive  of 
instruction  for  the  limited  Eng¬ 
lish-speaking  student,”  he  said, 
whereas  the  two-way  program 
also  encourages  English  (-spea¬ 
king)  students  to  become  profi¬ 
cient  in  another  language.” 

Blumenthal  noted  that  the 
Hernandez  School  operates  a 
successful  Spanish  bilingual/bi- 
cultural  program  and  that  it  is  an 
obvious  model  for  other  schools 
with  similar  demographics. 
However,  he  said  that  he  is  ‘  ‘not 
sure  how  the  funding  of  such 
programs”  would  work. 

The  state  currently  reim¬ 
burses  the  city  and  townships 
within  the  Boston  Public  School 
system  the  difference  in  ex¬ 
penses  between  the  bilingual 
student  and  the  regular  student 
on  a  per  capita  basis.

During  groundbreaking  cere¬ 
monies  last  Wednesday,  Mayor 
Raymond  L.  Flynn  said  the 
project  is  very  important  to 
Boston-both  tangibly  and  intan¬ 
gibly.  ‘  ‘It  serves  as  an  excellent 
example  of  the  type  of  develop¬ 
ment  we  want  to  see  in  this  area 
of  the  city— safe,  attractive  and 
beneficial  to  the  surrounding 
neighborhood,”  he  said.  ‘‘The 
China  Trade  Center  also  brings 
much-needed  job  opportunities 
to  the  Chinatown  residents  while 
highlighting  their  culture....  We 
should  give  special  recognition 
to  the  Chinese  Economic  Deve¬ 
lopment  Council,  which  perse¬ 
vered  to  see  the  China  Trade 
Center  become  a  reality.”
